Representative Harris, of Virginia, spoke 
of the improvement of the James River and 
the Kanawba Canal, which would connec: 
with the James River, and with the Atlantic 
Ocean, affording the great West an outlet to 
the sea. This work was favored by many 
of those who framed our Government, 
including everal Washington himself, 
a practical engineer. A survey had 
been made by order of ‘the goverment and 
all the engineers reported as to its feasibility. 
[t would not cost over forty-seven or fifty 
millions of dollars. This sum was not large 
as compared with the benefits which would 
result from it. Watercommunication, though 
slow and tedious, was the only cheap trans- 
portation. Liverpool, was nearer by one 
thousand miles by way of Norfolk than by 
way of New Orleans. He was prepared to 
co into an examination of a)l improvement 
projects, and to give such of them 
as were proper his.cordial support. They 
were great national questions and must not 
be treated as alone of interest to the Missis- 
sippi Valley, but as of advantage to a com- 
mon country and a common destiny. 
Representative Cobb, of Kansas, said he 
should like to know whether this was a cau- 
cus of members residing in the Valley of the 
Miasissippi. met to consider the interests of 
that section of country and not the meritsof 
the James River and Kanawha Canal. 

Harris replied that he did not wish to in- 
clude himself on the caucus, and imagined 
that he was at liberty to speak of one of the 
vreat means of transportation. as he was not 
aware that the ca]l was exclusive in its char- 
acter.

We took a stroll through Oakland Cemetery yester- 
day. The walks are kept in splendid condition, The 
CONFEDERATE MUNUMENT 
is fast assuming proportions. It is now about twenty- 
five feet high, nearly cne half of its hight, sixty feet. 
The monument is to be of Stone Mountain granite. 
The bases are rough granite, while the balance will 
be of cut stone. A tablet of granite, five feet by 
four, will soon be placed in position, bearing the in 

scription : 
‘OUR CONFEDERATE DEAD.”’ 
1873, 

When completed, tle monument will be an orna- 
ment to the cemetery and a lasting mewento of Beau- 
ty’s devotion tu Valor. 

A handsome monument of pure white marble has 
been placed over the remains of Mra, John F. Kiser. 
The monument is nearly thirty feet high, with granite 
Dase, and ove of the finestinthe South. The frort 
side bears this inscription: 

“Agnes F. Lane, 
Wife of Joba F. Kiser, 
Boru March Ist, 1847, 
Died Jaly 20th, 1872,”

One of the most essential elements of administra- 
tive justice under the American syetem of govern- 
ment, ie to be found in the judiciary. The people 
who hav> their rights protected and enforced through 
the joint instramentalities of jadge and jury have 
attained the highest poiut of civilization and the 
largest poesibic freedom consistent with the idea of 
government, The American system was framed 
in accordance with the ide, with the 
‘underlying hope acd aseurance, . that 
ju: ges and juries would ever be foune 
faiihfulto their trus*—capable to discarn the right 
and impartial in ita enforcement. But such has pot 
been the fact. Very often theJudge has been incompe 
tentas well as uofaithfuland the jary anduly infla- 
e.ced as wet] as blind tothe instincts of right. In- 
deed, it isnot saying too mush to assert, that it is 
& most impossible tO 1mpanela jury of twelve men, 
indiscrim.nat-ly drawn fiom the masses, capable of 
either understanding the clfa:ige of a Judge or 
the arguments and logic of a case invoiv~ 
ing apy cv mplication of fact or law, and it 
rcsults that the attainment of the ends of justice is 
almost entirely to be sought after iv the integrity avd 
intelligence of the presiding officer of the csurt 
Germain to this fact, we can reter to Judge Hopkins, 
(f Atianta,’as pre-em:nently illustrating the doctrine 
we have asserted. He takes his position upon the 
bench to ascertain the right of a canee, according 
to law, and, when once ascertained, to 
maintain it. He being & most excellent 
lawyer, paticatly and Jaboricusly analyzing the de-~- 
mands of claimante, and being backea up by a will 
to do his duty that never jields to tears nor bends to 
popular clamor, nor quails before the threatening 
mob, stands before the people of Georgia one of the 
noblest examples of judicial integrity she has ever 
eutrusted with the keeping of ker honored system 
of jarieprudence: : 

Judge Hopkins, on the bench, is the controlling 
power of the courtroom. His office, he dignifics, and 
the jaw finds in him a sure vindication. ‘lhe jury 
are never left todoubt and uucertain’y as to what the 
opinion of the Judge is, and if the jary find it con- 
trary to the right of the cause, the fault is not with 
the court. Judge Hopkine off the bench, is one of 
the most geverous, social men in Atianta. Oue is 
alm: st astonished to see Hopkins on the bench and 
Hopkins off the bench, AsadJudge he iaone manner 
of man, as a citizen exceedingly opposite, and in each 
relation he is exactly what he should be. Let Geur 
gia have more such men, and the people’s freedom 
will be doubly secure.
